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Queft. VV Hether Angels may be properly 
faid to move ? 

Anfwer. The Learned Aquinas has taken 
a great dealsof pains in the difcuffion of this 
point, diftinguithing between a continued & 
an uncontinued Motions but neither he nor 
any. other Philofopher can prove, that any 
Angel, Soul or Spirit can be faid to move pros 
perly : that they are fometimes in this place, 
and fometime in that, is certain, and ’tis no 
more than an act ofour own Minds, we can 
think of Rome, Geneva, Weft-Indies and then 
the Ea/?t, without locally pafling over the 
Medium or Interjacent places, but ’tis ne- 
ceflary, that in 44Zotion which can be truely 
faid to be proper, that they muft alfo be 
continueus and meafure place all the way : 
but Angels not being Matter, cannot mea- 
fure place otherwife than by Virtual Con- 


tict. 

Queft. Whether thofe that live in Hatred, 
Envy and Malice when they fay the Lords Prayer, 
do not in a manner Cure themfelves, and whether 
"tis fit for°em to pray over that Prayer either in 
Publickor in Private ? 

Anfw. Yes, ‘cis a Curling themfelves, but 
if the words (as fome wou'd expound them) 
fhou’d be taken in a milder fence , Viz. 
Forgive us our Trefpaffes and give us Grace to 
forgive them that Trefpa/s againft ws. Evenin 
this fence fo longas they forgive not others, 
ris a Sin,and we areexprefly told elfewhere, 
that we fhall not be forgiven, if we forgive 
not. 

Queft. Whether our Modern Ladies dreffes 
and high Topkeots are not an infallible fign, of 
their going to thew old Father of Pride, the De- 
vil, without Repentance and Reformation? 

Anfw. 1 am afraid the Mee is 2 little 
too uncharitable., not confidering the Cx- 
ftoms of Nations, the Differences of Imploys 
Birth and many more Exceptions which 
mightily alcer the Cafe;God forbid we thou’d 
be fo wicked as to Plead for Pride,or {0 foolith 
as to charge all Perfons (as in the Queftion) 
as fit Subjedts of it. Pride lyes in the heart and 
not in the drefs, the laft is an Effect of ‘the 
firft; if it lay in the drefs, then all people 
equally drefs’d wou'd be equally proud, and 
upon the fame Argument, a” Ape: dre/s’d in 
Boys Apparel wow d be a Boy, when ’tis an Ape 
fil. °Tisa great Sin and Error, that the le- 
vity and vanity of Servants fhou’d afpire to 
an equality of drefs with thofe that Comm; nd: 
As the Law ofGod has commanded a diftin- 
ction in Habits betwixt A4ale and Female; 
So the fame Law condemns Excefs of Appa- 
rel in both, yet he allows a difference accor- 
ding to the places of Perfons, thofé that are 
in Kings Courts wear foft Raiment (fays our 
Saviour) Dives was hot condemn’d becaufe 
he fared delictoufly, and weared Jumptnous Ap- 

perel, but becaufe in his Profperity, he out 


‘atid’ very inclinable to “Piety ; 1 defire to 


of an uncharitable Pride, néglé&ted poor La- 
zarus at bis Gate.” Tis Pride ant! Singularity 
in the Quakers to affect a diferent dre/s from 
the World. °Tts Pride to be in the extré- 
mity of Fafhions;* but to conform modeftly 
toall Fafhions is Neceffary and Prudent, 
unlef§ at the fame time we ‘deny our felves 
the Converfe of the World, and joyn with An- 
chorites or Brutes. Weare no ‘where in 
the Scripture forbid or commanded to wear 
fuch or fuch a'drefs, God Almighty has left 
fuch indifferent things to the Cuffom of Na- 
tions and the Prudence of the Age 5 Every 
one‘ought to conform to the Practice of tie 
Age he or fhe lives in;but at the fame time,

Anfw. This Queftion is of the fame thread 
with the two former, and we cou’d heartily 
wiflrthere was as much Judgment as there is 
a feeming Zeal in all of ‘em (for we are 
charg’d as we will anfiver it 10 God that they 
be all Printed) and we have comply'd, moftly 
out of Pity.

Anfw., Dr. Brown has throughout that

um. But to the Queftion, we think his 
Choice of Friendfip very laudable, where he 
fays he loves his Friend as his Vertue,his Soul 

his God, *tis a bold ftroke, a little too bold 
amongit fuch as do not underftand what trae 
Friendfhip is, amongft fuch as do underftand, 
we think him not to blame; he fays he loves 
his Friend ds his God,not as much as his God, 
that is, he loves his Friend witha love of 
the fame Natureas he loves hisGod. What 
are we to think of thefe words, Thou fhale 
love thy Neighbour as thy felf. This. Text 
does not enjoyn us to love our Neighbour 
as much as our felves, but freely, fincerely,¢*c. 

True Friendfhip ts only 
fixt upon Vertue, which is only an Emanation 
or Ray of the Divine Original ; fo that by lov- 
ing a vertuous Friend, ’tis in Effect « loving 
of Ged; fothat to fay, J love my Friend asl 
love my God, is nomore than to fay, I love 
God ; or to fay, I love one part of the Di- 
vine Communications as fincerely as I do 
the whole, but not as extenfively ; But I can- 
not excufe the Dr. for faying ‘6 never caf? 
a true affection upon a Woman , for doubtlefs 
there’s no Sexes in Souls, and.the Soul of a 
Woman may be as great and vertuous as that 
of a Man, bug perhaps he was afraid of Con- 
verfing with Womans Soul, becaufe he was 


afraid of « Feminine Body —hiaving inanother

Anfw. Quarles was of opinion that he that 
Dreamt he committed a Sin, *twasthe fameas 
if he really did it.—But we are of another. 
Opinion,and we hope for very good Reafant; 
for tho’ we i{han’t deny but’ that. alli the 
Thoughts, Words, Aétions and every thing ‘elfe 
that proceed from ill Men are’ill,as proceed. 
ing from fuch Perfons ,; and therefore thieiy 
Dreams (where they are agreeable to their ‘Pras 
ices) are wicked, becaufe all the Powersof 
their Sou] with their /magination (which is the 
Parent of Dreams) are equally depraved, but 
cis not fo in other. Perfons whofe Wis‘ and 
Practices agree not with their Dreams. Jnvo 
luntary. Matious are not wicked, becaufe not 
to be avoided, and. what cannot be avoided 
is no Sin ; for if any thing were enjoyn’d us 
that’s impracticable, it wou'd be Injuftice in 
the Lawgiver, and the Fudge of a2 the Earth 
cannot but. do Right. We believe the Querifts 
dreams chiefly arife from his. Temper, and 
not from an habit, becaufe the habit uw broke 
off,and becaufe other Perfons that have never 
made the, leaft Progrefs in fuch habits have 
come under the very fame Circumftances. 

Queft. What is the reafon of and when began 
that Cuftom of changing the. Popes Name at bis 
Inauguration, 

Anfw. Until the time of Conftantine the 
Great (who gave fo much Goods and Privi- 
legesto the Church of Rome, the Soveraign 
Bifhops had been all Martyred, infomuch that 
there was no Sueing for the Promotion of the 
Papal Chair ; but thofe that undertook that 
Charge,were conftrain’d by force or requeft 
to accept thereof. Pope Gregory the Fourth 
being Dead in the Year Eight hundred forty 
two, they chofe for the overaign Bifhop of 
Rome a Roman of Noble Blood, Illuftrious 
Education, but of a harfh Name,viz. Hogs- 
face, Therefore becaufe this Name feemed 
to hin cifagrecable to {uch a Holy Funétion, 
and remembring that our Saviour changed 
the Name of St. Peter, he alfo changed his 
Name & called himfelfSergins,which was his 
Father’s name,from thence came the Cuftom 
obferved to this day, that he who is chofer 
Pope may at his pleature. take what Name 
pieales bim beft; And tho’ they change their 

ames, ne keep this Cuftom to take the 

om 


Name of fome one of their ors. 
See Platinns, Enjebins, Bc eit Predeceth 
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
